Call Meeting to Order

Chair, M. Lundhahl called the January 11, 2021 meeting of the Door County Health and
Human Services Board to order at 3:03 PM in the County Board Room at the ADRC/Community
Center, 916 N 14t Avenue, Sturgeon Bay, Wisconsin.

Public Health




a. FluVaccine Update
S. Powers brings attention to the flu vaccine information included in the packet. There were
226 doses for seasonal influenza vaccine given to employees this flu season. Each year the
number has been growing. A total of 1,016 seasonal influenza vaccines given this year
compared to 1063 vaccines given for last year.

b. COVID-19 Update
S. Powers referred to the Communicable Disease Report included in the packet and reviewed
current case count for the board. To date, there have been 2,170 confirmed cases of COVID-
19 in Door county residents, and 169 probable cases. Door County still has a very high
COVID-19 activity level, averaging 10-20 new cases per day. To date, there have been
fifteen (15) deaths of confirmed COVID cases, and two (2) deaths of probable COVID-19
cases. Public Health has been doing full contract tracing again.

i.  Vaccine Update
S. Powers discussed the COVID-19 vaccine task force that has been meeting since
last November. Members include: Public Health (PH), Emergency Management
System (EMS), Door County Medical Center (DCMC), Bellin, Aurora, Door County Fire
Chiefs Coalition, others.

Per state plan, the vaccine will be distributed through Tiers 1A, 1B etc. Tier 1A
includes healthcare workers and long-term care (LTC) facility residents. The state
designed a pharmacy partnership program for long term care facilities, so Public
Health is not involved in that effort. Sturgeon Bay Health Services, Scandia Village
Good Samaritan, and DCMC'’s Skilled Nursing Facility have all received vaccinations
for staff and residents through either Walgreens or CVS. care of all their own
employees. Tier 1A population health care providers, such as DCMC, Aurora and
Bellin receive their own supply of vaccines. Public Health'’s role is to coordinate
vaccinations for those unaffiliated healthcare workers that fall into tier 1A. This
includes dentists, eye doctors, homecare agencies, and chiropractors, and others. We
have collaborated with DCMC to divide up these groups to provide vaccine. Public
Health receives it’s first shipment tomorrow. The hospital received the Moderna
vaccine and Public Health will receive the Pfizer vaccine. Door County EMS staff and
Door County Fire Chiefs Coalition volunteers are assisting with the vaccine clinics,
which would not be possible without their help. Public Health’s first drive through
vaccination clinics are scheduled for January 13-14 for the unaffiliated healthcare
workers. January Tier 1B has yet to be completely defined by the state. S. Powers also
discussed that good pandemic behavior such as masking, physical distancing, and
handwashing, still needs to continue after the 2"d dose of the vaccine.

Dr. J. Heise and S. Powers will present another session on Facebook Live Thursday
night at 6pm.

ii. DCMC Update
Dr. James Heise, Medical Director Door County Medical Center (DCMC) and Door
County Public Health Medical Advisor, gave overview of vaccine distribution operations
at DCMC. Dr. J. Heise reports every employee has had the opportunity to receive the
vaccine. Approximately 60-65% of employees received the vaccine. In the Skilled



Nursing Facility all but one resident has been vaccinated. DCMC offered all optometrist
and dentist offices the opportunity to receive the vaccine.

Dr. J. Heise reports that currently the hospital is doing well in regard to capacity.
Currently treating two (2) COVID positive inpatients.

iii. Board Actions
M. Lundahl requested putting something in print about COVID vaccine and progress
on distribution. J. Krebsbach said he would release an update after the vaccines on
Thursday.

Door County has seen a lot of increases in crisis calls. In response to recent suicides in Door
County the Door County MHFG is planning a “Be the Light/Beacon of Hope” Suicide
Prevention Awareness Campaign.

Racial Equity and Diversity (READ) Team will be presenting to the County Board this month.

b. Increased Funding Resolution for Aging and Disability Resource Center (ADRC)
The ADRC has been operating with the same level of state funding since we opened in 2013.
The proposed resolution is supporting a request for additional funding in the next biennial
budget. The budget request is based on a study done within the State Department for Health
Services. Motion to move to County Board by S. Kohout, seconded by N. Norton. Motion carried
by unanimous voice vote.
